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"I am assured from evidence which though not all judicially taken has 
the strongest hold on my belief, that the condition of slaves within our 
jurisdiction is beyond imagination, deplorable; and that cruelties are daily 
practised on them, chiefly on those of the tenderest age and the weaker 
sex, which if it would not give me pain to repeat and you to hear, yet for 
the honour of human nature, I should forbear to particularise... Hardly a 
man or a woman exists in a corner of the populous town, who hath not at 
least one slave child either purchased at a trifling price, or saved perhaps 
from a death that might have been fortunate, for a life that seldom fails 
of being miserable. Many of you, I presume, have seen large boats filled 
with children, coming down the river for open sales at Calcutta. Nor can 
you be ignorant that most of them were stolen from their parents, or 
bought, perhaps for a measure of rice in a time of scarcity" (The good

The town "Cadapa denotes a door way and the people there, fancy 
the town was so named because it is on the route of the holy city Tirupati 
(08&6) (Tripetty of the maps). Thus the City of Genoa in Italy was 
formally called Janua, as being the gate by which the Gauls entered. K&. 

So in Hebrew..,ober and 
in Arabic. In some Geographical dictionaries which copy the assertions 
made by Sir Charles wilkins we are assured that the name was Cripa, the 
Sanskrit word for grace; favour.

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"Four or Five years fhad lived in a very humble style giving every fartting 
to pay first my Brahumans (Pandits) and Secondly my debts. Even when 
in the greatest difficulties I gave him from two or three hundred rupees 
a month to my book schemes." 
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
